LATTER'S SOLICITATION TO EE RETAINED

Quoted ns Saying Some Very Unplesant

This was one of the bits of testimony
brought out on the trial In disburment pro-
cepdings fnetituted at the Instance of Judige
Boott against Ben S. Baker on 4 charge Nrat
filed In the oaturs of an willdavit of KFrank
Ranwom, who appears as one of James ©
Ish's attorneys. The burden of the chargs
made againat Baker s that he ealled gt the
eounty Jall Iast Monday and tried to pget
Iah to hire him a8 an additlonal attorney to
help defend him on the charge of having
murdered Willlam Chapple.

The eriminal court room was packed w.th
a crowd of people gathered to hear the case
start,

Alter the Information aeking for Alshar-
ment had been rend, the mornihg sesslon
was oecupled In taking testimony. An an-

swer was read by John L. Kennody in
Baker's behalf, denying (n toto the cliarges
of nnprofessional conduet,

James O, Ish was the first witness ealled
by the commmittes, He waas vory glibe of
tongue and rattled off his story of the call

made upon him by Baker without any ns-
slatance from hin attorneys. He sald he
was sitting in the Inner Jjall offce Tha

‘was about 4 o'clock June 24 He was read-
Ing a paper when Men 8. DBaker entersd.
“Hakor was alone when I first saw him, and

#add; "Ish, 1 hive been wanting to see you
for several days,'™ continusd the witnoss,
“'I am sorry to ses you In this ponition

and should like to help you out.”  We talked
a lew minutes and he asked me who my at-
torneys were, He sild he was sorry 1 had
mot hired bhim, ay he (Baker) would have
done mae somoe good I asked him how and
he sald he had influsnce with the state's at-
torney and would have carrled the ball mat-
ter o the supreme court In spite of Juildge
Seott's ruling. He told me 1 bad made a
mistaka In getting my atorpeys and that
Attorneys Bradley and Hall werg not erim-
Inal lawyers. Hoe snld thot Gurley was o
good attorney, but that he could da far bet-
ter for me. He sald Runsom, my other at-
torney, was Al Joggerheads with the courl
and was Imperious and coull uot practice
successfully In Hceott's He wsald
Judge Soeott wns moing uppoint him to
prosacute, but he had refused, He told me
he wan a vigorous prosecutor, and told me
the number of convigticos e had made, He
fiso told me of Dixon, the soldier, who was
hanged, and sald 1t T was convieted I eould
look down from my cell and see where
Dixon was cunlined."”

On erosa examination Ish berame decldedly
mixed onn several polnts. He swore in his
affidavit that Brandt, the jaller, sntered the
Jail oMee along with Baker, when the latter
saw Ish, Starting out o bhis repetition of
the stary, Lsh declared that nobody came to
the office with Daker.

hin Influence, He wanted to appear In the
case a# an attorney of record withont taking
any active part In the case. Bradley then
stated to Ransom, the witness sald, that he
had overhoard the conversation betwesn Judge
Sgott and Ben Daker, in which Seott told
Daker that he Intended appointing bhim, on a
gertaln contingency, and that Baker had de-
elined. To this Ransom replied that Baker
had too much Intorest In the =alt and he
would see that Baker did pot prosecute the
case, even It the court appointed him, The
wilness also related & conversation which he
had on Tuesday with Baker in the court
house when Bakér came to him and sug-
geated thut he had meen Ish, but that he did
not wish tg appear in the Ish case unloss it
wolld be agrecable to counssl, Ransom r
plled: "Don't try to fuol me, 1 know all
about this matter,”

HAD ALREADY THE AFFIDAVIT

Board of Education Passes a Resoluticn
Censuring Member Hagan,

HSHILD NG UP A JANITOR INVESTIGATED

Testimony Mukes It & Question of Yoracity
Between Defondant and Sloane —
Trading In Fositions the Board
Hasn to OfNeor.

“Resolved, That A. N. Hagan be ecenaured
for Injudiclous conduet,”” was the wverdict of
the Board of Education at the copclualon of
the investigation held in the assembly rooms
at the High school bullding yesterday after-
noon. The investigation in question was
brought about by un affdavit filed by A, C.
Sloane. Janitor of the East Albright school,
notice of which was given In last Sunday’s
Bee, alleging that for a period of twenty
months he had pald Hagan $10 a month to
keep his job, At n special meeting of the
board last Wedneaday night it was declded
to have an investigation and the attorney of
the board was finstructed to draw up im-
peachment procecdings, and yetserday after-
noon was the time set for the trial. The
members wera late In getting together, Slate
and Thomas having to be sent far, as Hognn
demanded a full board. Hagun wanted some
one else Lo act as secretary and C. L. Tal-
bot was appointed temporary scoretary. A
slenographer was employed.

It was almost 3 o'clock when President
Gldeon called the meeting to order, He re-
quested that the board appolint some member
to aet aa chalrman, as It had been openly
stated that he wus behind the schome to
push Hagan to the wall. Tne chair suggesied
Mr. Cheek, but he declined at first, giving as
A reason that he hud to get back to his farm
and that he conld not stay long Alter a
Hitle urging Chetk accepted and pleked up
the puvel

Defendant Hagan was represented by El
H. Doud, Judge Montgomery acted as the
board's legal adviser, and P. Brigham repre-
mented the citizens who had slgned the pe-
tition asking for an Ilnvestigation. Most of
tho slgmers of the petition wer: present gl
meny spectators,

Acting Secrotary Talbot read the petition
of the “kickers,"” whieh Mad been filod with
the board at Its last meeting and which asked
an Investigation, BeJore getting down to
work Julge Montgomaery stated that be had
something o say. It was this, that In his
oplnlon as attorney for the board the resolu-
tlon passed ordering im to draw up articles
of impeachment againgg Higan was not lezal
becauas the board eo Investigite the con-
luel of any of Its members, but It could not
tmpeach a member. MroiDoud, speaking for
Hagan, said that he 9M net admit the right
of the board to investighte his cllent's ae
tions, bui as Hagan had speclally desired it
he was willing 1o go ahepgd. There was only
one wiy, Doud sald, In which Hugan eoulid
be tried legally, nn-! that was by criminal
action, und If then found guilty the court
could declare the officel vacant. If the board
went choad with its Investigetlon, Doud con-
tinued, all it could do would be to sustain or
not sustain the charges, and that was all,

A letter written by Hagan to W. . Reci
Was thea read, In which the wriler askod
Resd for money due, but offered to allow him
s work It out. The letter also ssld that he
(Hagan) had kept Misa Reed In & wchool In
spité of the complaint on aeccount of lncom
petency, and he wanted Reed to do the right
thing.

TAKING THE EVIDENCE.

Aftar a long palaver the board decided it
nonld oot mpeich & mombor por admit the
lettgr mentioned In evidence, as It was not
filed an & charge pgainst Hagan. Chatrinnn
Cheok then ordered the investigation to pro-
ceed upoh the charges made by Sioane v his
sMdavit, Balore reading the charges Secre
tary Talbot read letters from Mra, O, T. Fen
npr and Hev. C, €. 2mi'h, rogretting having
wigned the petitlon asking for an Investiga-
tion. The attorneys all sparred for m time
on technical poinia, znd fAnely A, C. Sloane

In 1802 Hagan came to him and
if he would like to (ake charge
of the East Albright school, Hagan told him
that hls uncle in Iowa had been elected t
the job, but had a job as mall carrler wh'ch
pald him $25 a month, and he dld not wint
to come back here f he could sub-let the
Janltorship. Sloane offeréd to take the plie:
for 320, and he went to work In Seplomber
1593, He got his check for 340 every month
from Huagan, and after goetting it cashed pall
Hagnn $10. He generally took the money to
Hagan'a houss, Bometimes he gave It to
Hagan and sometimes again to Mre. Hagan.
Nothing was ever sald at these times what
the payment was for, In the vacation
1864 Sloane drew $20 and gave Hagin $156.
Witness sald he kicked ahout giving £15 to
defendant in vacation, and demanded to know
what he meant, In reply Hugun sald that
he would have to pay the money or he would
send for his uncle In lowa. July 3 Sloane
was rogularly elocted a janitor of the =chool
and during the term pald Hagan §85 in ecash
and had ecarned $16 by work for him, which
amount he held out In his final settlement
with tho school board member,

Gotting down to recent dales, witness had
been asked by Hagan If he wanted the
gohool ngain this term. Sloane sald he told

Lwo years,
aaked him

in

Hagan that he would not take it for lass
than $40. Then Hagan wanted to kKnow
whether, if the salary was ralsed to $45, he

wonld do the werk for $36. This propoaition
diil not sult Sloane and he refused, where-
upun Hagan threatened to send for his uncle.

AL th's stage of the trisl Mr. Brigham tried
to show by Sloane that Hagsn had told him
that there was o combing In the Board cof
FEducati n and that six members were fixe!
and would vote ox Hagan sald In that par.
ticular matier. The board weould not allow
him to angwer, Mr, Sloane piated positively

that he never cwed Hagan a cont, and was
not paying a debt when le gave up part of
his salary every month
NO DEAL FOR HIS ELECTION
Attorney Doud then started In on the
